SILENT HOOSIER 


CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
Article I, Name 

This Association shall be known 
as The Indiana Association of the 
Deaf. 

Article II, Object 

The object of this Association 
shall toe to avail itself of all pos¬ 
sible means of promoting the wel¬ 
fare and encouraging the advance¬ 
ment of the deaf, and to render all 
possible service to the Archibald 
Memorial Home and the Indiana 
State School for the Deaf. 

Article III, Membership 

Sec. il. This Association shall be 
composed of deaf residents of In¬ 
diana and gradautes of the Indiana 
School who reside elsewhere. 

Sec. 2. Eligible deaf persons may 
apply for membership and upon 
payment of the initiation fee be¬ 
come active members. 

Sec. 3. All enrolled members shall 
be entitled to vote and hold office. 

Sec. 4 Upon a two thirds vote of 
the qualified members present such 
persons as have been personally in¬ 
terested in the deaf, may be admit¬ 
ted to honorary membership. Such 
members shall have all the rights 
and privileges of active members 
except holding office and voting. 
No fees shall toe required of hon¬ 
orary members. 

Article IV, Officers 

Sec. 1. The officers of this As¬ 
sociation shall be a President, a 
Vice-president, a Secretary, a 
Treasurer and an Auditor who shall 
form a Board of Directors and 
shall continue in office until their 
successors are duly elected and 
qualified. 

Sec. 2. The election of officers 
shall take place at the last business 
meeting of each convention. 

Sec. 3. A majority vote shall be 
required to elect any officer, a 
quorum voting. All officers shall 
be elected on separate ballots. 

Sec. 4. At any election of officers 
the one receiving the lowest num¬ 
ber of votes cast, in case of no 
result, shall be eliminated, and 
each candidate receiving the low¬ 
est number of votes as the elec¬ 
tion proceeds shall be eliminated 
after each ballot. 

Sec. 5. The officers elected shall 
assume their duties one month 
after the adjournment of the As¬ 
sociation following their election. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of 
the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Association and 
the Board of Directors, and see 
that order and decorum are main¬ 
tained; to see that all officers and 
committees perform their duties; 
to decide all questions in dispute, 
subject to an appeal to the Associa¬ 
tion by a majority vote; to coun¬ 
tersign all checks issued by the 
Treasurer; and to draft the pro¬ 
gram for the next convention, 
subject to the approval of the Board 
of Directors. 

Sec. 7. The Vice-president shall 
assist the President and in the ab¬ 
sence of the President shall per¬ 


form the duties of that office. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of 
the Secretary to keep correct re¬ 
cords of all meetings of the As¬ 
sociation and the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and at each meeting read 
the record of the corresponding 
previous meeting, and to keep a 
correct list of members and their 
addresses; and to have custody of 
all books and papers pertaining to 
his office. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of 
the Treasurer to receive all money 
belonging to the Association; to 
deposit all idle funds belonging to 
the Association in an insured In¬ 
dianapolis bank on interest in the 
names of the President and Treas¬ 
urer of the Association; to keep an 
itemized account of all receipts and 
expenditures; to report the finan¬ 
cial standing of the Association at 
the first meeting of each conven¬ 
tion; to honor only such orders for 
expenditures as have been signed 
by the President. He shall secure 
an ample coverage bond to protect 
the money of the Association and 
pay for it with funds of the As¬ 
sociation. 

Sec. 10 It shall be the duty of 
the Board of Directors to have gen¬ 
eral management of the affairs of 
the Association between conven¬ 
tions; to fill all vacancies that may 
occur in that body; to see that all 
bills against the Association are 
paid if valid; to audit the accounts 
of the Treasurer; and to report its 
work at each convention. 

Article V, Conventions 

Sec. il. The Association shall 
meet In convention every third year 
at places as may be determined by 
the Association before final ad¬ 
journment. 

Sec. 2. The program as approved 
by the Board of Direcors shall be 
announced at least one month in 
advance. 

Sec. 3. The month and day of 
each convention shall be determined 
by the Board of Directors at least 
three months in advance. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors 
may alter the provisions of this 
article when circumstances make 
it advisable. 

Article VI, Dues and Assessments 

Sec. 1. The membership fee shall 
be one dollar for each convention 
of the Association. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors 
shall have power to levy assess¬ 
ments to meet necessary expenses 
by unanimous vote, and must re¬ 
port such assessment in the public 
print explaining the reason there¬ 
for. 

Article VII, Committees 

Sec. 1. Immediately upon assum¬ 
ing office the President shall ap¬ 
point committees of three or more 
members on Necrology, Audit, Re¬ 
solutions and Welfare. The mem¬ 
bers of these committees shall 
serve until their successors are duly 
appointed. 

Sec. 2. The committee on Necr¬ 
ology shall keep a list of deaths 


among our members and report at 
the convention following their 
appointment. 

Sec. 3. The committee on Audit 
of which the Auditor shall be chair¬ 
man shall keep in touch with the 
financial affairs of the Association 
and audit all books and reports 
before such reports are presented 
to the Association.

Sec. 5. The committee on Welfare 
shall watch for legislation and 
judicial decisions and adverse labor 
condition and do all in its power 
to secure a square deal for the 
deaf. The committee shall render 
a report of its activities at each 
convention.
